0 Provide financial or contractual arrangements for
all necessary equipment and services. [GC §8670.28(a)]

0 OSPR shall evaluate spill plans, including
personnel. [GC §8670.19(a)]

Plan Holder Exercises
0 Quarterly notification to the SMT.
0 Annual tabletop exercise with the SMT.

Purpose: “... evaluation of the spill management
team(s) knowledge of the oil spill response plan...”



SMT Legislation Passed in 2017

B
Assembly Bill 1197 (Limon)
0 Defines SMT for oil spill purposes.

0 Plan Holders must use a certified SMT.
0 Establishes “certification” process.

0 In-house SMTs
0 Retained SMTs (shifts focus from PH to the SMT)
0 Regulations to be developed in 2018/2019

Definition:

“Spill management team” means personnel and
associated equipment that staff the organizational
structure for managing some or all aspects of
response, containment, and cleanup of a spill,

utilizing an incident command or unified command
structure.”




What’s New — 2 of 3

T e
For Plan Holders

0 ldentify at least one certified SMT
7 May use one or more certified SMT.

1 Capable of managing a spill of the reasonable worst
case spill volume identified in the plan.

0 May use Plan Holder staff, if meets SMT certification.

0 SMT’s directly responsible by contract, agreement, or
other approved means to provide spill response
activities pursuant to the oil spill contingency plan.



What’s New — 3 of 3

I >
For SMT - Certification
1 OSPR to establish criteria, e.g. timeframes, # of people
0 SMT “may apply” for certification of capabilities.
o Application review by OSPR.

1 Must observe performance at exercise or spill.
o May call an exercise.

o Certification valid 3 years.

0 Periodic exercises (announced & unannounced)

0 Certification is not transferable. (e.g. ownership change)
1 OSPR may charge a fee for processing certification.

Working Concepts

0 Tiers of SMT certification.
Minimum Personnel & On-Scene Times

o Ql = initiation of spill management.

o SMT services can include Ql services.

o Individuals or position-specific roles.

o Services for different areas of the state.

o PHs have 1 year to have a certified SMT from
the date the regs are effective.

0 ICS system used (e.g. USCG IMH)

0 Physical address, contact info.



Application Review

1 Asking existing SMTs to submit an application
within 90 days after the regs adopted.

o Application review by OSPR. (90 days)
1 Must observe successful completion of objectives.

Recent completion will be accepted.
Provisional Certification granted until exercised.

Details of the review times being developed



SMT Significant Changes

0 A significant change is one that would affect the
SMT’s ability to respond consistent with its
certification.

E.G. personnel, equipment, management, ownership

1 Notice to OSPR 14 days prior to anticipated change.

0 Immediate notice if the change is unforeseen.



Certification Adjustment

BT
Certifications may be:
0 Modified
0 e.g. can’t perform objectives
0 Suspended
0 e.g. bankruptcy

- Revoked
0 e.g. cannot perform any of the certified services

Appeal process to challenge Certification adjustments.
